On the 17th December last 
the second reading came ‘on and was allowed 
to stand over until the next meeting on the 
Blet January, when the second reading was 
carried. , On the 7th February the Bill was 
read’ a third: time und passed. Thus one 
portion of the alteration desired by the 
Chmaber xf Commerce was brought about.

: Pup roport of the committee appointed to 
enguire into the registration of Chinese 
partnerships was laid bofore the Legislative 

. Council on Monday afternoon. This ques- 
tion of registration, as is pointed out in the 
snemorandum, attached to the report, of the 
Fion, J. H,. Stewart Jjockxuaxr, Colonial 
Secretary, is by no means a new one in the 

_ Colony, having been raised by the Chinese 
* gommunity themselves as far back as 1874 
and brought up again frequently since. 
Tho immediate cause of the revival of the 
matter was a lotter addressed to the Gov- 
ernment by the local Chamber of Commerce 
on the Bisty October last- year, urging an 
amendment of’ the Bankruptcy Ordinance 
of 1891 and submitting the draft of a-short 
amending bill. Mr. B.C. Wrtcox, who as 
Secretary of the Chamber, signed the letter, 
drew attention to recent proceedings in the 
Bankruptcy. Court, and! particularly too 
judginent delivered: on the 9th July, 1900, 
by the Chief Justice inthe case Kuno Hine 
Sune Kus ez porte AUBERT Au Wae, 26 
making it apparent that the exieting law did 
not afford the intended protection to eredi- 
tors.

the trouble, and expense. involved by 2! 
Registry Office. 


He suggests. that the 
object of such registration might more easily 
and economically be obtained by inducing 
Chinese firms to ndvettise the names of 
their partners and the changes in their con- 
stitution from time to: time, as is done by 
foreign firms. ‘Partners not duly advertised 
inight: be debazred from suing as a partner 
or claiming any assets of the firm, This, 
Mr. Sunwaw submits, is a simple way: of 
meeting the difficulty.and saving the Colony 
expense, while the advertisement of. bogus 
partners can be done equally by foreigners 
as by, Chinese, who value their good name 
as much as foreigners.
